The letter with these notes 
was mailed by Clipper from Manila on 
November 29 and reached our office 
n December 8, the day on which 
America declared war on Japan. 

Mr. Esperidion has shown by the 
taterial included in these notes that 
lk is a very far seeing and progres- 
ive news-man and is awake to the 
portunities that are available for 
Matter of interest to the collector 
waders of this publication. He is a 
horough philatelist and a lover of our 
bby and is performing a service to 
tamp collectors that will be highly 
ppreciated by all who read his notes 
ftom time to time. Doubtless the next 
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letters to come from him will bear 
marks of the war and we anxiously 
await further news and information 
regarding the stamp collecting activi- 
ties of our boys in the Philippines. 

It will of course be apparent to all 
that the boys will have little time for 
stamp collecting in the months to 
come, yet we should feel proud of the 
fact that there is in Manila, stamp 
clubs to which the collectors in our 
American Forces in the Philippines 
will be welcomed in those period when 
leave permits them to visit in Manila. 

We feel so positive of the high 
calibre and sterling qualities of our 
Philippine Correspondent, that we are 
ready to suggest that any stamp col- 
lector in America who might wish to 
make a contribution of stamps or 
other things of value for distributian 
among American stamp collectors 
who will visit the Manila clubs, that 
such material can be safely addressed 
to Mr. Pablo M. Esperidion, c/o Eli- 
zalde & Co., Elizalde Building, Manila, 
Philippine Islands. Send a few stamps 
with instructions to distribute them 
among the American collectors who 
we know will appreciate your thought- 
fulness and we know that your own 
wish and desire to do all that you can 
in this present emergency, will cause 
you to gladly make such mailings of 
stamps.

More About Following the meeting 
World Wide of the World Wide Phil- 

atelic Association in St. 
Louis we printed a statement to the 
effect that the activities of the Asso- 
ciation would cease and that the work 
would be abandoned. Immediately 
there came a letter from Mr. DeBaj- 
ligethy of Tulsa, Oklahoma, founder 
of the Association that it would by 
no means be abandoned and that the 
Association would be continued. We 
also printed this information. 

We are now in receipt of a letter 
from Mr. E. J. Jarvis who has acted 
as President of the Association in the 
past two years and Mr. Jarvis gives 
a very thorough explanation of the 
situation as it is at present. We would 
not quote his letter without his ex- 
press permission, but we do believe 
that we can say enough based on his 
letter and our own knowledge of the 
Association to advise collectors of the 
true situation and state of affairs, 
something that is so seldom done by 
stamp magazines. 

Mr. Jarvis states that the Tulsa 
show was one of the largest stamp 
exhibitions he had ever seen and sec- 
ond only in size to the last Interna- 
tional Exhibition in New York in size. 
The material on display was of the 
finest and the work of the Oklahoma 
boys was wonderful in every way.

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But, the Exhibition went into the red 
to a considerable extent and had to 
solicit contributions to cover the defi- 
cit. People who are interested in such 
events will doubtless contribute at 
some time or other, but no man can 
be expected to make contributions an- 
nual to support events of this nature 
which are always operated at a loss. 

The Detroit show was likewise a 
financial failure, the same party who 
helped wipe out the red for the Tulsa 
show, shouldered the bulk of this 
burden by clearing up the bills. As 
stated, a man may do these things 
now and then, solely because he is in- 
terested, but when it becomes neces- 
sary to do the same thing year after 
year, one loses interest. 

The St. Louis show, we are told 
was handled in a thoroughly business- 
like manner and without a deficit. 
This of course can only be credited to 
the men who had charge of the affair 
for it is on their shoulders that the 
burden of loss would fall in event of 
a loss and in event of operation with- 
out a loss they alone deserve the 
credit. 

That others could do as well is pos- 
sible, yet that others could and would 
operate with a heavy deficit is more 
likely, for it takes experience and 
sound business management to carry 
through with one of these events and 
come out even. 

The very foundation of the Asso- 
ciation was such that it was depend- 
ent on an angel to finance its activi- 
ties. It had a membership fee of but 
25c per year. At its greatest moment 
probably less than 500 members at 
any one time. In the two and one half 
years of its activities, about 600 per- 
sons paid 25c for a membership. 
Barest cost of handling these with 
labor donated would be at least 5c per 
member, leaving probably 20c per 
head for other matters. It should be 
clear to anyone that a meagre $120.00 
spread over two and a half years could 
hardly finance anything. 

There were several hundred dollars 
worth of frames purchased for the 
exhibitions, there was much printing,

advertising, trophies, and endless 
other expense incurred at the Tulsa 
and Detroit shows. Receipts from sale 
of booths to dealers and other receipts 
fell far short of covering actual ex- 
pense and while we know that Mr. E 
J. Jarvis has never proclaimed his 
deeds from the housetops, it is but 
fitting and deserving toward Ernie 
Jarvis that the statement be made 
that he personally laid cash on the 
line to the extent of many hundreds 
of dollars to cover deficits incurred by 
both the Tulsa and Detroit shows. 
Knowing Ernie as we do, we know that 
he enjoyed every cent he spent, yet no 
one can expect any individual to con- 
tinue in this manner for an indefinite 
period and right now Mr. Jarvis is so 
busy with War Production that he 
barely has time to look in on his pet 
plaything, the Kenmore Stamp Com- 
pany of Kenmore, N. Y. 

As we stated in our original an- 
nouncement about the World Wide, 
following the St. Louis show, we feel 
it would be best all around if the As- 
sociation was abandoned and that 
those interested as members would 
affiliate with one of the two National 
Stamp Societies. We still maintain 
this belief, altho as stated in a later 
article about the Association, if Mr. 
DeBajligethy chooses to continue with 
it, we shall be glad to give it publicity 
as in the past.

Philippine War Philatelics

While Uncle Sam and Juan de la 
Cruz (John Q. Citizen) are jointly 
dressed to kill for national defense, 
perhaps, it would interest readers of 
this column as to what the boys of 
Uncle Sam are doing here in the Is- 
lands in the way of stamps.

Thousands of boys in the Army and 
Navy of Uncle Sam have arrived in 
these Islands recently and some of 
them who this correspondent hap- 
pened to meet at the local philatelic 
agency, have a-passion for philately.

Mines 

The entrance of Manila Bay (Scott 
A64) is now littered with mines, and 
if some naughty Axis boys want to 
monkey around it, they can’t blame 
the War Department for planting the 
firecrackers. 





Priority 

Pier 7 (Scott A45), the largest pier 
in the world, came under the supervi- 
sion of the USAFFE, effective Nov.

and Navy “Y.” Incidentally, in a press 
release issued by the SSCC boys on 
Nov. 18, they announced: “Stamp-col- 
lecting soldiers and sailors can meet 
their fellows at sessions of the Serv- 
ice Stamp Collectors Club at the 
YMCA on the second and fourth Tues- 
days of every month.

The Philadelphia Record of Decem- 
ber 5, contains a three column picture 
with appropriate scare head telling 
about the find of a sack of mail in the 
attic of an old Philadelphia house 
which was evidently hidden by a mail 
robber 89 years ago. 

We are indebted to W. W. Musgrace 
for the clipping and picture and find 
that the article has been printed with 
divers tales about the loot in news- 
papers all across the country. Like all 
stories about stamps in which the 
newspapers play a part this story is 
doubtless exaggerated in respect to 
the value of the stamps found, for this 
sack of mail, after the letters had 
been looted of their contents was hid- 
den away much in the same manner 
as it was originally stolen. 

One newspaper spoke of stamps of 
a blue color and 1c face value which 
were issued in this period and valued 
at $2,000.00, thus insinuating that the 
value of the stamps in this old mail 
bag find might run into thousands of 
dollars. 

We have as yet seen no honest esti- 
mate of value, which could easily be 
made by a display of the material to 
any of the better known stamp dealers 
in Philadelphia, but we do have visions 
of Phil Ward and Eugene Klein stalk- 
ing the authorities in an attempt to 
get in on this find. Either of these 
men could quickly set at rest any wild 
tales of the value of the stamps on 
the covers. 

Eighty-nine years ago fixes the date 
as 1852 and of course we all know 
that in this day the 1847 stamps were 
still used to some extent and that the 
current issue of 1851 did have some 
stamps in the issue in the 1c value 
Which have now been recognized as 
Worth a considerable sum, but the 
thances are about 1000 to 1 that any 
le stamps in this find are of the com- 
Mon variety catalogued at five dollars 
ind available from stamp dealers at 
ftom $2.50 up.

First signs of the pinch that will 
be felt by stamp publications as well 
as by other lines of business is evi- 
dent in the advance of the subscrip- 
tion price of STAMPS, the Lindquist 
magazine of New York, from $1.00 to 
$1.50 per year. 

Rising costs of paper made some 
change necessary in the belief of the 
publisher and his choice was to raise 
his subscription price rather than re- 
duce the quality of the paper as was 
done by this magazine. You can now 
take your choice, whether you pay $1.50 
for a smooth paper or whether you 
will be satisfied with newsprint, the 
same as you get in your daily papers 
and pay but 50c per year. Knowing 
the stamp collector field as we know 
it, the advance in price by STAMPS 
will unquestionably mean a _ substan- 
tial falling off in annual subscriptions 
as renewal time comes along for many 
of the boys. How seriously this will 
effect returns from advertising printed 
in the paper is a matter that will 
worry the stamp dealers and not us. 

Over in Britain, there has appar- 
ently been developed a war time paper 
for while none of the British papers 
which reach our office regularly have 
dropped to newsprint, there is evi- 
dence that a paper has been developed 
which is an apparent war time paper 
because of the very different quality 
than anything that had previously 
come in the British publications. This 
new paper has the general appearance 
of a body similar to newsprint, yet 
the surface finish is smooth and of a 
fair quality. No such paper seems to 
be available here, else such paper 
would be desirable for magazine use. 





Weekly Philatelic Gossip is contin- 
uing with its ambitious program of 
reprinting the Luff work. Having been 
a stamp collector for over forty years 
and having owned a copy of this rare 
Luff book for the past twenty-five 
years I am unable to get enthusiastic 
over the volume. It is of course one 
of the greatest of American Philatelic 
volumes and nothing that anyone can 
say can ever detract from the achieve- 
ment of Mr. Luff in recording what 
he did record with regard to early 
American philatelic knowledge about 
our own stamps, yet its value as a 
volume for the average collector, (and 
by average collector we embrace 99 
out -of every 100 stamp collectors) 
amounts to so little that we would 
far rather see other matter in the 
pages devoted to its reprinting. 


This is of course none of our busi- 
ness, we may be told, yet when the 
editors of stamp publications quit re- 
viewing other publications which was 
a regular feature of stamp papers in 
years past, one of the interesting 
parts of the stamp paper disappeared 
and it doubtless disappeared because 
of the fact that few editors of stamp 
papers were able to read a review of 
their own publication which if it did 


not heap praise on them, they were . 


ready to explode and call the whole 
world screwy. 

Charles Sidney Thompson, alias 
Sidney Bird, has made a noble effort 
in his handling of Gossip since he has 
been in Holton, but there is weekly 
evidence in the magazine that his 
ideas and ideals did not click and the 
paper is gradually settling back to a 
more ordinary form of life as in the 
past. 





Now that winter weather has come 
on Don Houseworth has got out of the 
yard and gone into the house and 
even down into the cellar under the 
old manse. It ought to be warm and 
cozy down there and if he will just 
get on to some subject that an ordi- 
nary mortal can understand and quit 
quoting Shakespeare we will sit 
quietly by through the winter months 
and hope that when spring comes 
along he can get back up in the yard 
and start making garden. We feel sure 
that when he gets to this task that 
he will learn how to plant potatoes 
and onions and be sure Don to keep 
the onions as far away from the po- 
tatoes as possible for if they are too 
close together the onions will make the 
eyes of the potatoes water and that 
will ruin the crop by gum. 





Editor Kimble takes a sharp rap at 
anonymous writing in Philatelic jour- 
nals. We can quite agree with him 
that the man who is afraid to sign 
his name to any item he wishes pub- 
lished, is a spineless individual who 
deserves no support from any angle. 
One who does not have the courage 
of his convictions is convicted for 
lack of courage and should not be 
tolerated. Doubtless the urge to write 
anonymously has been brought about 
by the very fact that the average 
Philatelic Editor and philatelist, is en- 
tirely too touchy about his own self 
and feels that no one has any right 
to poke fun or satire at him or to dis- 
agree with or question any of his acts 
in any manner whatever. Truly, most 
such people would suffer severe pangs 
if in the political world and they 
were subjected to the ridicule that is 
heaped on political big wigs.

Receipt of one of the small booklets 
of “S. A. G.” seals from St. Anthony’s 
Guild, 174 Ramsey St., Paterson, N. J. 
leads us to a close examination of 
these annual seals which are sold for 
the benefit of the Guild at each 
Christmas Season. 

The seals are put up in the form 
of little booklets similar in construc- 
tion to the U. S. Postage Stamp 
Booklets. Each book contains five 
pages of ten seals and is offered at 
One Dollar, the dollar being for an 
annual membership in the Guild. 

The only wording on the seals is 
the letters ‘S. A. G.” at the bottom 
of each seal and it is this wording 
that brings forth the story behind 
these interesting seals and which is 
printed on the back of the little 
booklets. Wé quote the story here. 


The Origin of St. Anthony Guide” 
S.A. 6.” 

“The custom of invoking St. An- 
thony’s protection in regard to mail 
is based on a tradition which dates 
back to 1729.” 

“It is related that a certain mer- 
chant left Spain for Peru. Although 
his wife wrote several letters to him 
she never received a reply, which 
greatly worried her. Finally she in- 
yoked St. Anthony’s aid. Filled with 
childlife confidence she went to the 
Franciscan Church in Oviedo where 
she placed a letter in the hands of a 
statue of St. Anthony begging him to 
deliver it to her husband. Later she 
returned to the church and to her 
great joy found, in place of her let- 
ter, a reply from her husband, to- 
gether with several gold pieces.” 

“The letter, which may still be seen 
at Oviedo, is dated Lima, July 23, 
1729, and states that the wife’s letter 
was delivered by a _ Franciscan 
Father.” 

“From this grew the laudable cus- 
tom of writing S. A. G. on letters 
and of sealing mail with St. Anthony 
Guide stamps.

Somehow it 
seems quite simple to steal a march 
on all gossip toters by stating that 
since many of the movie colony are 
stamp collectors, we could also flaunt 
a few scoops by mentioning that sev- 
enty-five per cent of the crew will be 
married next year, and that seventy- 
four per cent will be divorced. One 
per cent will anticipate blessed 
EVEnts.

Ohlman and son seem to have in- 
stalled regular monumental features 
in the way of the stamp auctions con- 
ducted from time to time. The one 
scheduled for December nineteenth, 
just about when you will read this, 
promises much in the way of fine 
United States and foreign material. 





Stamp Numbers

that is our license, but why doesn’t 
someone concentrate a little more in 
working out a scheme or idea whereby 
stamps may be better identified by 
numbers according to their perfora- 
tions. The number six-eleven Harding 
item always seems an _ illustrative 
example. It is an eleven perf stamp. 
Why not have the regular number 
such as six hundred classify that par- 
ticular issue as regards the type of 
stamp and year, and then six-ten for 
a ten perf, six-eleven, for an eleven 
perf. It would lend itself to the av- 
erage collector for an easier method 
in grasping the data surrounding 
stamps.

Hair Splitting 


If you like that kind of work more 
power to you.

cities are machine set. The difference. 
Yes there is a visible difference but it 
takes more than a casual glance to 
tell it. The machine set will have 
slightly smaller and perhaps thinner 
letters. I believe I am safe in saying 
that all NARROW bureau types are 
machine set, so you can use any one 
of them as a guide if you wish to 
delve into this matter. On the other 
hand not all WIDE types are handset 
as there are some WIDE machine set 
types. The catalog mentions most of 
these I am sure. You can spend a lot 
of time with your precancels just try- 
ing to separate the machine sets from 
the handsets or you can just take one 
nice copy of each item regardless of 
the set and go on to the business of 
hunting up some more stamps. I pre- 
fer the latter.

Wire Getting Scarce
